WHAT ABOUT GAINING WEIGHT? 


Although we hear a grent deal about the subject of reducing, 
I believe there are actually more people interested in gaining’ weight 
than in losing. Certainly, 1 often hear the question: “What can I 
do to gain weight?” 

While reducing weight is usually accomplished very easily by 
cutting down on ‘heavy foo:) and increasing the exercise being taken, 
the remedy for those who wish to become more plump is not so 
easily found, and, as a gencral rule, it will take a thin person !much 
longer to gain ten pounds of firm, healthy flesh thnn it will take 
the obese person to lose ten pounds. 

All too frequently, the underweight patient has been fooled 
by many false promises and has decided that he might as well be 
content to remain in that state where his bones may be counted 
through his skin because of the lack of protective layer of fat to 
cover them up. If he does try to gain weight, he is likely to fail 
because he goes at it in the wrong way, seeking to grow fat by 
eating rich, heavy foods which he does not have the ability to digest. 

Many of those who believe themselves to be underweight are 
basing that assumption, on the fact that they weigh a few pounds 
less than the weight quoted for one of their he ght, age and sex 
on an average weight chart. They worry over being underweight 
even though; they fcel perfectly well, have plenty of endurance, and

are practically never sick. Such individuals should realize that en 
average weight ‘ehart ¢an only tcll them about what they should 
weigh end that a ten pound variation under that figure means that 
they are still within the normal ranze. That is, if you weigh ten 
pounds less than the figure quoted, this is nothing to worry about. 

Real health ean not be measured on the scales. If you feel well, do 
not tire easily, and have plenty of strength, the fact that you are 
slightly underwe!ght according to an aver ,-¢ weight chart should be 
ignored. Perhaps it will encourage you to learn that Life Insurance 
Companies find, that after the re of 30, being slightly underweight 
means you have a better.chance of living to a ripe old age than yuu 
would have if you were overwoight. 

The only. type of thin person who is legitimately entitled to 
worry. over his inability to put on weight is the person who docs not 
feel well, tires quickly, complains of wealmess, and who has

developed ,wiuseles all over the body ‘with little er no fat to Serteel 
the fact. His main tréuble is that he is not digesting his food prop- 
erly, not getting the good out of it, and inasmuch cs his imilation 
is poor, it .is to say that the more he stuffs on rich, heavy food— 
the worse off he will be. 

The person-who is really underweight is suffciing from a diges- 
tive tract that refuses to function normelly, The direstion is faulty, 
and usually elitnination is so slow that a condition of constipation 
may accurately be said to be present. In a paticnt of this kind, is is 
not only important for him to adopt a carcful dictetic regimen, but 
it is also necessary thet he take advantage of every possible meas- 
ure to build up the general health. A correct diet is beneficial, but 
by itself it may not, be enough to make him grow more plump. 

Many people desiring to gain feol they can do it by resting, 
whereas they will reecive far better results by balaneing rest with 
activity such. as, exercisc. Too much rest is likely to induce furthor 
weaknegs,. whereas regular exorcise; within the limits of their 
strength, will aid the digostion, fill out the body with muscular curves 
and produce more endurance.
